11. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $800.00 for the purpose of purchasing a wagon and 
ladders, or any other fire apparatus, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. (By request.) -

Repairs have been made by shingling the house at Lock’s 
Corner, and painting outside at the Centre, Parade, Dennett 
and Beauty Hill. 

Those at the South, North. Tasker and Bickford also need 
painting outside as w. ll assome repairs inside, among which 
we would mention blackboards first of all. 


We were somewhat surprised as well as. pleased this year 
to reccive $186 58 from the state which increased the length of 
the school two weeks. 


If the town will raise an equal amount in addition to what 
was raised last year we hope the schools may be maintained 
thirty weeks next year.
